Dayan: New line adequate for safety

Israel had agreed to the disengage- 
ment accord with Egypt primarily 
because it was based on Egypt's 
undertaking to reopen the Suez 
Canal to shipping and revive the 
civilian and commercial life of the 
Canal-side towns, Defence Minister 
Moshe Dayan told the Knesset yes- 
terday. Despite contradictory state- 
ments emanating from Cairo, and 
despite the doubts voiced by opposi- 
thon leader Menahem Begin, who 
preceded him on the rostrum, Mr. 
Dayan said that he believed Egypt 
now intended peace — or at least the 
restoration of peaceful life ἐπ the 
Canal Zone. 

He said he could not share Mr. 
Begin's contention that Israel's new 
defensive line, 20 Kilometres east of 
thd Canal, represented a grave threat 
to the country’s security, If he had 
thought so he would have advised 
against entering into the accord. The 
new line was admittedly not aa good 
as the Canal line — but it was good 
enough to secure Israel’s vital se- 
curity needs.

Likud attacks pull-back in Knesset debate —

The Likuq continued its bitter 
attack on the Israell-Egyptian dis- 
engagement accord in an eight- 
hour Knesset debate yesterday, 
charging that Israel had been 
pressured into an agreement which 
was not conductive to its security. 

Ariel Sharon (Likud) in his 
maiden speech, said he believed 
that a proper arrangement was one 
in which both sides took equal 
risks, and were guaranteed by 
equal protection.

Canal ‘was a crushing embarass- 
ment to the Egyptians, he charged.

WASHINGTON. The White 
House yesterday rejected mounting 
calls for President Nixon's resigna- 
tion because of the Watergate scan- 
dal, and said Nixon intended to com- 
plete his term of office. 

Presidential spokesman Ronald 
Ziegler said Congress and the coun- 
try had been consumed by Water- 
gate in i973. and Nixon now was 
determined that he would not be 
consumed by It in 1974. 

Nixon has oo plans to quit. be- 
esuse “he knows he has not been 
involved in any wrongdoing” in 
Watergate, Ziegler told reporters. 
As for impeachment, Ziegler said 
the President considers “that is a 
matter for the House to determine.” 

Ziegler was asked about state- 
ments by House Democratic leader 
Thomas O'nelll Jr. and some other 
Democrats that resignation by Nixon 
“would be in the best interest of the 
nation.” 

Ziegler said the President “fully 
intends to complete his three years 
in office and is not entertaining at 
all the subject of resignation." 

Ziegler said Nixon is convinced 


the 18:2-minute eragure of a Pre- 
sidential tape recording pertaiving 
to Watergate was not done deliber- 
ately, He said Nixon wag as puzzled 
as everybody elise about how the 
segment of his June 20, 1972, con- 
versation with H.R. Haldeman, was 
obliterated.

AMSTERDAM (Reuter!. — The 
world population, estimated at 2,800 
million people, is increasing by two 


per cent each year and the rate of 


growth is greatest in the develop- 
ing countries, Professor Antonio 
Carrillo-Flores of Mexico said here 
yesterday. 

The professor was addressing a 
United Nations-sponsored symposi- 
um here on the world population 
problem in the light of human 
rights, being attended by some 30 
experts from 20 countries until Jan- 
uary 29. 

The symposium is the fourth of 
a series in preparation for a world 
population conference to be held in 
Bucharest from August 19 to 30. 

Professor Carrilio-Flores, who will 
be secretary-general of the Buchar. 
est conference, surveyed the world 
population explosion probiem and the 
rapid growth of world cities. 

“At present, New York, Tokyo, 
London and Shanghat have more 
than 10 million inhabitants. In 1986, 
there will be 13 cities with such a 
huge population,” he said. He added 
that by then there would also be 
300 cities with more than one mil- 
lion inhabitants, compared with only 
162 cities in 1970.

SPAIN ALSO ‘FLOATS’ 


LONDON (UPI). — Spain joined 
France yesterday in cutting its cur- 
rency free to “float” to market-set 
levels. The Spanish peseta promptly 
lost two per cent of its week-ago 


' value against the U.S. dollar and 
pt the French Franc lost 4.8 per cent. 


Currency and bullion markets gen- 
erally steadied after the hectic tur- 
moll of Monday. The U.S. dollar 
marginally lost ground except in 
Paris and Madrid, and the price 
of gold settled below $140 an ounce. 

Japan kept its currency exchange 
closed for the second day. Finance 
Minister Takeo Fukuda said he had 
not yet decided whether to keep 
the yen pegged at 300 to the dollar. 

Germany and four smaller neigh- 
bours held “the European idea” by 
repeating their determination to peg 
their currencies within narrow 
limits. It worked yesterday.. The 
German mark rose slightly to 2.84 
to the dollar. The Dutch guilder, 
the Danish kroner and the Belgian 
franc all made slight gains against 
the dollar. In London, where the 
pound also floats, the dollar lost 
fractionally to $2.1768 to the pound. 

Spain, where a dollar bought 57 
pesetas last week, had to put its 
central bank into the market to 
keep the rate at 59.13 pesetas to 
the dollar yesterday. France's ex- 
change market actually showed no 
change. The - official commercial 
doar closed at 5.22 francs and the 
financial dolfar used by tourists at 
5.35 francs. ᾿

LONDON (GEMINI). -- The com- 
Modity boom which has prevailed 
since. May, 1972, is being threaten- 
ed by industrial cutbacks in the 
U.S., Japan and Europe. 

The ofl shortage could mean a 
drop in the gross national product 
of most industrial countries of some 
five per cent, and a consequent re- 
cession. 


Tf the recessionist case is cor- 
rect, it is of serious consequence 
for the developing world, for a fall 
in demand of the Industrial coun- 
tries of just a small percentage 
would send commodity prices 
spiralling downwards. 


It needs only the smallest change 
from today’s position of raw ma- 
terial shortage of a position of slight 
oversupply to send the speculators 
running to sell. Prices could plum- 
met in weeks.
